Big Cities Worth Saving 


A pparently the United States A rm y has 
decided the big cities a re worth saving. Its 
decision-to move Nike Hercules anti-air­ 
craft missiles to seven metropolitan a re a s 
indicates this. 
H ercules batteries will be moved 
from 
spots around Strategic Air C o m m a n d 
b ases and the Hanford. Wash., atom ic ex­ 
plosives plant to supplant Nrke Ajax b at­ 
teries n ear W ashington-Baltimore, Phila­ 
delphia. New York, Detroit, Chicago, San 
F ra n cisc o and Los Angeles. 
Hercules has a range of 75 miles and 
ceiling of 150,000 feet com pared to 25-mile 
ran g e of Ajax and 60.000 ceiling. 
The m ove reflects Defense thinking that 


ballistic missiles p r o b a b l y would be used 
by an enem y against the SAC bases and 
the Hanford plant. Since Hercules would 
be useless against t Ii e s e, the defensive 
weapon can be better used around the 
cities. 
Defense officials believe the only de­ 
fense of the SAC bases is to get SAC retal­ 
iatory forces off the ground before an a l ­ 
a c k —which they now' a re confident is pos­ 
sible. 
Strategic thinking aside, residents of the 
big cities should be grateful th at someone 
in the Pentagon is thinking of their safety 
at last—instead of just “ writing off" 
the 
metropolitan areas.

starts in earnest. But, coming so 
early, the poll gives the Demo­ 
crats cause for concern. 
This session of Congress, where

At that particular part) we fried 
the rings in an electric fryer but 
as Jim says, there s n o t h i n g 
wrong with using “ a fine old-fash­ 
ioned black iron pot.” 
What’s different about these on­ 
ion rings? 
Their coating! We use our fa­ 
vorite fried chicken buttermilk bat 
ter for dipping the onions. When 
the rings are ready, they’re sweet 
tasting. light as a feather, crisp 
and golden. 
If you want the onion rings ex­ 
tra crunchy — the way we served 
them to Jim and a quality he par­ 
ticularly liked—keep them warm 
in the oven. We didn't set out to 
achieve this effect. It just hap­ 
pened in an effort to keep one step 
ahead of our company's appetites. 
One caution at f r y i n g time. 
Drain the rings after dipping by- 
holding half a dozen or so of them 
with a long handled fork so extra 
batter can drip down. If you get 
too much batter into the hot oil it 
•will bubble furiously and may noil 
over. 
We like to serve these onion 
rings as a party hors d ’oeuvra. But 
they're perfect on a dinner menu 
with steak, baked potatoes and a 
green salad—a menu that is popu­ 
lar in restaurants that specialize 
in serving steak in New York and 
other parts of the country.

The Soviet athletes, hardened 
and conditioned by years of in­ 
tense training, are, on the whole,

than 
the 
American stars they face from 
the other side of the Atlantic. 
“ I don't understand why you 
keep sending new athletes into 
the Olympics,” said one Russian 
athletic star. "It seems it would 
be much better if you used the 
sportsmen on the team before. 
Certainly they should profit by 
the experience.” 
It is impossible. To the non­ 
professional American, sports can 
be only a sideline. Soon he must 
go on to greater responsibility. 
For the Russian, sports offer 
prestige, security, a firm place 
in the Soviet way 
of life. There 

Sports­ 
men are the toast of the land 
When a Soviet athlete reaches 
intrnational stature, it is a com­ 
mon practice to make him a post­ 
graduate student in physical cul­ 
ture.
